The  following  is  the  report  of  the  school  of  Smithfield  for 
the  year  ending  Feb.  18,  1910: 

We  have  maintained  four  schools  of  twenty-eight  weeks 
each  during  the  past  year  as  follows: 

Gould,  Oak  Hill,  Village  and  City. 

The  scholars  in  the  East  Pond  District  have  been  conveyed 
to  the  Gould  school  while  those  in  the  Whitehouse  District  have 
been  conveyed  to  the  City  school. 

At  the  time  of  making  my  visit  to  the  several  schools  I 
found  the  teachers  apparently  interested  in  their  work;  the 
scholars  for  the  most  part  were  well  behaved  and  the  examina- 
tions, with  a  few  exceptions,  showed  that  the  money  had  been 
well  expended.  No  matter  how  efficient  the  supervision  may  be 
the  success  of  a  school  rests  largely  upon  the  strength  and 
character  of  the  teacher.

To  HERBERT  E.  GROVES,  Constable  of  the  Town  of  Smithfield, 
in  the  County  of  Somerset,  Greeting: 

In  the  name  of  the  State  of  Maine,  you  are  hereby  required 
to  notify  and  warn  the  inhabitants  of  said  town  of  Smithfield, 
qualified  by  law  to  vote  in  town  affairs,  to  meet  at  the  town 
house,  in  said  town,  on  Monday,  the  seventh  day  of  March,  A.  D.

First.    To  choose  a  Moderator  to  preside  at  said  meeting. 
Second.    To  choose  a  Town  Clerk  for  the  ensuing  year. 
Third.    To  choose  Selectmen,  Assessors  and  Overseers  of  the 
Poor. 

Fourth.  To  choose  a  Treasurer,  Superintending  School 
Committee,  Collector  of  Taxes,  and  all  other  Town  Officers  re- 
quired by  law  to  be  chosen  at  said  meeting. 

Fifth.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  elect  a  Road  Commis- 
sioner for  the  ensuing  year. 

Sixth.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  raise  for  the 
support  of  the  poor. 

Seventh.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  raise  for 
the  support  of  common  schools  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Eighth.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  raise  for 
the  purchase  of  school  books. 

Ninth.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  raise  for 
the  purchase  of  school  supplies. 

Tenth.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  raise  for 
the  repair  of  school  houses. 

Eleventh.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  raise  for 
the  better  education  of  youth. 

Twelfth.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  raise  to 
defray  town  expenses. 

Thirteenth.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  raise 
for  the  building  and  repairing  of  roads,  bridges  and  culverts. 

Fourteenth.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  raise 
for  breaking  snow  roads,  the  ensuing  year. 
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Fifteenth.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  "yes"  or  "no"  upon 
the  adoption  of  the  provisions  of  Chapter  112  of  the  Public  Laws 
of  Maine,  for  the  year  1907,  as  amended  by  Chapter  69  Public 
Laws  of  1909,  relating  to  the  appropriation  of  money  necessary 
to  entitle  the  town  to  State  aid  for  highways  for  the  year  1910. 

Sixteenth.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  and  appropriate,  in 
addition  to  the  amounts  regularly  raised  and  appropriated  for 
the  care  of  ways,  highways  and  bridges,  the  sum  of  $200.00,  be- 
ing the  maximum  amount  which  the  town  is  allowed  to  raise  un- 
der the  provisions  of  Chapter  112  of  the  Public  Laws  of  Maine  for 
the  year  1907  as  amended  by  Chapter  69  Public  Laws  of  1909.
